Omert in Frankryk, waarzy bezocht werd door 
lord Hutchinson, dewelkeafgevaardigdwas van 
wege den koning en deszelfsministers, om haar 
een voorstel te doen, vaa vyftig duizend pondt 
s'jaars, mits zy van den koninglyken tytel af- 
stand wilde doen, en op het Vasteland woonen. 
De koningin verwierp het aaubod met veront- 
waardigt. _r en tcboon er eene poging zoode ge- 
daan worden om een bevel der Fransche 
po- 
litie te verkrygen, om haar aan te heuden, 
gingzy voort naar Calais in den grnnttten haast, 
vergezeld door den 
Alderman Wood en lady 
Hamilton nevens ander gevolg, eo giag te 
scheep aan boord der paket print Leopold.— 
H.re majesteit wat door lord Hutchinson on- 
derrigt, dal het de meening des konin ,s en zy- 
ner ministers ware, om tegen haar te ageeren, 
op het oogenblik zy haren voet o_i Britschen 
grond zette, waarop bare majesteit entwoorde, 
" Myn betlu'.t is genomen, Ik zal dadelyk ver- 
trekken, naar Engeland. 
Het is in Londen, 


en in London alleen, is het,dat ik zal toestem- 
men eeniga voorstellen de» koning» van Enge- 
land aan ie nem.-n." 
Van Calais tot Douvres 


wb9 de overtocht harer majetteit onvoordeelig, 
daar de wind verscheidene uren vlak tegen wat. 
en het wat niet, dan den 4den dat de paket, 
digt by de reede van Douvres kwam ; doch ne- 
geos het gety konde dezelve de haven niet bin- 
nen komen. 
Zondra bare majetteit vernam, 


dat het vyf uur in den morgen zoode zyn, voor 
het vaartuig aan de kaai konde komen, besloot 
zy aan wal te gaan, in een open boot, doch de 
deinsing der zee, wat zoo aanmerkelyk, dat 
zulks moeyelyk was van het boord des vaar- 
tuig' te komen. 
Eindelyk werd hare majes- 


teit en gevolg veilig in de boot geplaatst, welke 
snellyk den wal bereikte, onder het enthutiat- 
tisch geroep, van de ontelbare menigte naar be- 
neden en op de hoogte, zoodra hare majesteit 
baren voet op den Britseben grondzette, werd 
er een boninglyk salut gedaan, en een alge- 
meen vreugde gejuich was hare welkom groet. 
Van Douvres reisde zy spoedig naar London, en 
nam haren intrek in het buit van Alderman 
Wood. 
Ia de onderscheidene steden, die bare 


majesteit doortrok, werd zy met de beminnens- 
waardigste blyken van 
trouw en gehechtheid 


begroet, 
met 
den algemeenen kreet

" Lang leve onze genadigekoningin Caroline." 
De paarden werden van het rytoig genomen, en 
hare majetteit werd langt de straten door bet 
volk van ieder dorp en stad op den weg getrok- 
ken, tot de hoofdstad toe, doch in Londen wa- 
en der betuiging van volks genegenheid byzon- 
der vurig. 


Eene boodschap van den kening it aan beide 


huizen van het parliament aangeboden, waarin 
over het gedrag harer majesteit geklaagd wordt, 
terwyl zy op het Vasteland van Europa haar 
verblyf hield, en de beschuldigingen staan on- 
derzocht te worden. 


De beschuldiging tegen dekoningin is wegens 


ongeoorloofde vertrouwelykheid met een man 
genaamd Bergami, die in de hoedanigheid van 
kamerheer barer majesteit zet jaren lang ge- 
diend beeft, en welke met anderen van baar 
gevolg, ontslagen it voor hare inscheping te 


Calais. 
De hoofd getuige wordt gezegd eene 


vrouw te zyn, welke uit harrr majesteit dienst 
ontslagenis, wegen» ontuchtige gemeenschap 
met een getrouwd man, met wien zy nog leeft.

>« behalve het verlie» van eenen goeden naam, 
eene scheiding ; want leven» of lyf straf kan 
met gebezigd worden, zoo de misdaad in eed 
ander land gepleegd is.

HUIS DER GEMEENTE, 6DEN JUNY. 


Lord Castlereagb verscheen met een bood- 


schap van den koning, welk hem was bevolen, 
aan het huis te presenteren. 


De boodschap werd gelezetn, en was in sub- 


stantie dezelfde, die aan het Huis der Lordi 
wat gegeven. 


De Heer Brougham rees op, en zeide dat hy 


verzocht was eene mede deeling aan het huil 
van wegens de koningin te doen, en hy ging 
derhalve voort te lezen. 
"De koningin oordeelt het noadzakelyk, het 
Hui» der Gemeente bekend te maken, dat zy 
besloten had naar Engeland tekeeren, uithoof- 
de der beleedigende maatregelen, welke bui- 
tenland s waren beraamd 
tegen hare eer en 
rust, en welke laatstelyk, oogluikend door bet 
gouvernement van dit land werden toegestaan. 
En verder, uithoofde eener ernstige waotch, 
om haar karakter en die regten te verdedigen, 
welke op haar waren vervallen, door den dood 
van wylen zyne majesteit, in wiens gedrag en 
bescherming zy zich altoot veilig had gevon- 
den. 


" Hare majesteit ziet met verbazing, dat da 


aandacht van,het huis ingeroepen is op zekere 
papieren betrekkelyk baar gedrag buitenlands, 
en nog meer verbaasd, te bemerken, dat het ia' 
overweging it,deze papieren aan eene geheime 
commissie over te leveren. Het is nu 14jaar, ze 
dert de eerste beschuldigingen tegen baar wer- 
den ingeleverd, en hare majesteit op dat tyd- 
ttip verklaarde, dat zy toen, gelyk zy op dit 
oogenblik is, gereed was, iedere beschuldiging 
ouder het oog te zien. 
Doch hare majesteit 
eitcht een openlyk onderzoek—eiteht de be- 
schuldigingen te zien, en de getuigen te aan- 
schouwen—eene wyze van proces, dat aan den 
genngsten onderdaan niet wotdt geweigerd ; 
voor net parliament en vaderland protesteert zy 
tegen een onderzoek voor een geheim geregts- 
hof, het welk eene manier van procedeeren it 
onbekend aan de laigtspjeging van dit vrya 
land. 
" Hare majesteit tteunt met bet meeste vtr- 


treuweo, op den byttaiid van het Huit der Ge- 
ineenl-, om de machinatien tegen haar gerigt 
te vernietigen. 
De behandeling, die zy reeds 


heeft ondervonden, heeft blykbaar aan hare 
zaak een ongunstig aanzien gegeven, door de 
weglating van haren naam in de Liturgy, da 
wegering van eene begeleidingnaar Engeland, 
en van een verblyf, waar toe zy geregtigd is 
Deze grieven, tegelyk met de bestudeerde stre- 
ken van geheime agenten, en de openbare be - 
leedigingan van vreemde gouvernementen, laat 
zy aan hunne overweging over."

papers relative to her conduct abroad, and still 
more surprised to observe that it is in contempla- 
tion to refer these papers to a secret committee. 
It is now 14 years from this day since the first 
charges were brought against her, and her ma- 
jesty at that period declared tbat the was then, 
as she is atthis moment, ready to meet any re- 
cusation». 
But her majesty claims an open in- 


vestigation—claims to tee the charges, and to 
rucet the witnesses— a mode of trial which it 
not denied to the meanest subject: in the face 
of parliament and the country, she protests a- 
gainat an examination before a tearoi tribunal, 
which is a course ot proceeding unhnewn t^ 
the judicatureof thi» free country. 


" Her majesty relies with the utmost confi- 


dence upon the support of the House of Com-

(Concluded from our last Number.) 


Daring this day tomeremarks were made by 


the soldiersof the different regiments among 
themselves, relative 
to their refusal 
to march 


mgainst the enemy: Some taid, by way of ex- 
cuse, that they thought they were going to 
march again into the interior, which I believe 
none of the regiments would have done; but 
it was not so understood by myregiment, which 
was the reason of their turning out 


On the following morning, the 25th, having 


heard that the drums was to be beat for march, 
to try what effect it would have, 1 went to the 
house of col. Montilla.

fore, and went to tbe colonel's quarters to tell 
him, that at day break, having rode out nearly 
s mile beyond the out-posts, I observed the 
smoke of tbe enemy's fires, and could hear 
plainly the stroke» of the hatchet cutting wood ; 
"nd that if we marched, we should not have far 
to go before we would get a sight of them.— 
Tb¡» soldiers all turned out the 
moment tbe 


drums beat, and we began to march ; the ma- 
rines commanded by col. Jackson, in front; the 
regiment of Rio de la Hacha, by col. Padilla, 
nest; after which we followed, the lancer» as 
infantry, which I commanded ; the regiment de 
Cundinamarea, by major Rudd ; and the Ti- 
railleurs, 
under the command of lieut 
col. 


O'Lawtor: the cavalry, a few men of my regi- 
ment, for whom we were able to procure horses, 
and some creóles, wat commanded by lieut col. 
Hobkirk. 
We were in all about 670 men. 


We bad scarcely arrived at the place to which 


1 rode in (he morning, when a very hot fire 
commenced from the enemy, potted in an am- 
buscade, upwards of three hundred in number. 
They fired on the advance of the line. 
The 


creóles began to return tht compliment ; but 
tbey did not teem to know in what direction to 
direct their fire. 
Orders came to me to make 


" 


movement on theright of the creóle», so as to 


be able to fire. 
I immediately marched out 


with the regiment, charged up to within 20 
Jards of the ambuscade, fired a few rounds in 
on them, which completely silenced their fire, 
and made them give up that position. 
In the 


first attack col, Jacksons party of Creole ma- 
rines suffered much, as they were in front at 
that time. 
Several of the artillery were alto 


Wounded about the gun. 


At toon as the foree posted In the ambotcade 


was dislodged, we followed them on the road ; 
and after marching about half a league, we ar- 
rived at the entrance of a large plain, where 
we saw the enemy drawn up in line, nearly 
3000 strong 
Tbey kept up a fire on us for 


tome time ; but being at a great ditlance, they 
did not do us much barm. 
Tbe regiment I 


commanded was in front, where col. Montilla 
was also. 
He would not allow me to advance 


intothe plain, until the other two regiment» 
came up, aod they werefar behind. 
The mo- 


ment they came near us, we rushed into the 
plain, and were-advancing towards the enemy, 
when they all took to their heels into the woods, 
leavingtheir baggage, ammunition cattle, 4'r on 
the field. 
We followed them up, but to no 


purpose. 
Colonel Hobkirk pursued them in 


one direction, with his party of cavalry ; colo- 
nel Jackson in another with his creóle marines ; 
but they could tee nothing of them, for they 
retreated among the treet. 
We returned to Rio 


de la Hacha. 
In this action the enemy lost 


107 in killed, and between twb and three hun- 
dred wounded. Our number ofkilled was eight, 
mostly of col. 
Jackson's division, 
and 57 


wounded, betides some slightly. 


After tbe toceets of this day, the soldiers 


were in good spirits, and forgot their ill 
hu- 


mour in a greet measure ; so much to, that we 
prevailed on them to march three leagues tha 
next day, to a place called El Passo, thinking 
we should meet the enemy there, and givethem 
» complete defeat ; but they had fled farther, 
and had besides deserted, and taken different 
directions through the country. 
The night be- 


fore the action they had been reinforced by 
three hundred men. from Maracaybo. 
Tbe 


march home, this day broke tbe spirits of the 
itieG more than ever. 
It wat extremely hot.— 
One man of my regiment died of fatigue— 
They had marched out without breakfasting ; 
and when arrived at El Pasto, 
upon colonel 


Montilla giving them their choice, whether they 
would wait there and get their rations, which 
would not be a delay of more than an hour, or 
return to receive them, they preferred the lat- 
ter, which was tbe cause of the march having 
such an effect on them 


It was well understood that the soldiers 


would* not leave the town again, 
The cattle 


We had brought withas were almost consumed, 
and there being no enemy near, col. Montilla 
thought it a good time to «end out a party to 
procure some. 
Tbe regiment of Rio de la Ha- 


cha, some of the marine»,and the cavalry were 
Teaiay to proceed for this purpose ; but some of 
our troops were required to support them, in 
case of meeting with any of the enemy. 
Not a 


man would stir. The others ma ched, brought 
fo some cattle, bait were ob'iged to return, in 
3.B'.e<_yjence«f Sanchez lAtsa, v\lh a strong 


force, being drawn np near them. 
The colonel 


said, on his return, that had he had fifty of cur 
troops with him, be would not have been afraid 
to attack them. 


Affairs being in this situation, and not having 


much cattle in the town, colonel Montilla or- 
dered that a letter should be writtin to each 
commanding officer, to find out what the senti- 
ments of the soldiers were, with respect totheir 
claims and pretensions, and to send an answer 
in writing, signed by the commanding and o- 
tber officers of each regiment. 
The answers 


of all, which I 
have in 
my possession, were 


much the same in substance—that the soldiers 
requested, nay demanded, to be sent to a Bri- 
tish island, at they would notfight anotherblow 
in a service unable to remunerate them. 
Upon 


asking one of my regiment, what bad put the 
idea of a Britith itland in their heads, he told 
me, that he, with some others, heard tome peo- 
ple belonging to tbe ships in the harbour say,- 
that every man would be well received at Ja- 
maica, as bolh the land and sea forces were 
grevtely reduced there by sickness. 
An officer 


also came op to me, and said, that he heard the 
same himself. 
These antwers were sent to co- 


lonel Montilla, signed and protested against by 
their officer; and the following morning the 
commanding officers ofregiments were ordered 
to enquire of the men under their command, if, 
since they refused 
to march, whether they 


would goin the different vessels of the fleet, 
and take Santa Martha. 
That two commis- 


sioners «should be appointed on their part, and 
two on that of the government, to distribute 
all the confiscated property there, on the prin- 
ciple of Britith prize money. 
This 
proposal 


received a positive refusal ', nay, they said they 
could not even stay in the town much longer, 
for they underttood that Bully, (meauing the 
president,), was on his march towards them, and 
that he would endeavour to force them 
to 


march. 


It being understoodín the course of this day, 


that there was some difference of opinion a- 
mong the soldiers, as to going to Santa Martha, 
colonel Montilla issued an order to send in a 
return of those men's names who would go to 
Santa Martha. 
There were found to be six 


men of the Tirailleurs, somewhat more than an 
hundred ofthe regiment de Cundinamarca,and 
eighty of the lancer». 
The colonel, not think- 


ing this a sufficient number to proceed with a- 
g.intt Santa Martha, resolved on indulging 
them in their first demand; but determined on 
keeping the town at long as possible, for be ex- 
pected that tome force from the interior was 
marching towards us, which would set all to 
right, but he wat uncertain as to being able to 
keep the men quiet. 


On the Ist of June some lancers, and some 


of the Tirailleurs, were on duty, and were to 
be relieved at four o'clock in the evening by the 
Tirailleurs. 
At four no appearance of them 


wat to be seen. 
A» field officer of the day, 1 


enquired the reason of the soldiersthemselves — 
They told me plainly tbey would not mount 
guard, (or that they had not received their ra- 
tions of rum that diy. 
Upon that occasion 


some of them told me, that if all their bounty 
and pay was offered to them on the spot, and 
an offer made to them whether tbey would 
take it or go away, they would insist on being 
tent to Jamaica. As they were determined on 
not giving the guard, I left them, and went to 
the regiment de Cundinamarca, the next for 
duty; they also refused. 
Upon which I went 


to my own regiment, and marched the guard to 
the parade. 
The others seeiog the lancers wil- 
ling to do their doty, exclaimed, that they would 
not allow any olher men to take their turn, and 
furnished the guard, after some delay ; opon 
which I dismissed my own regiment. 


The affair was now approching to a crisis.— 
What the soldiers had promised to do they in 
part refused, of which the above is an instance. 
Colonel Montilla of course lost all confidence 
in them. 
Admiral Brion went on board, and 


did not return after. 


On the 3d of June we got orders to furnish 


a party from each regiment, when the moon 
began to shine, for tbe purpose of conveying 
the tick and wounded to the boats for embar- 
kation, as at this hour the sea was calmest.— 
Colonel Montilla did this, that in case of the 
town being attacked, which he had reason to 
expect, from colonel Padillas report, the tick 
and wounded might be out of danger ; and with 
this view also he allowed many of the women 
and children of the place to go on board, which 
offer a great many accepted, and which took op 
all the morning of the 4th. 


The regiment of Rio de la Hacha was not to 


be seen in the town ; some of them had gone 
into the country, and somehad embarked. The 
construction put upon 'his by our people wat 
that they had gone over to the enemy, then sop- 
posed to be close to us. 


At toon as the soldiers found the houses of 


the town deserted they went into them, and in 
some, particularly colonel Padilla'», they found 
large quantities of rum,-which they were taking 
away in all kinds of vessels. 
When detected 


we sent them all away, and spilt what rum re- 
mained, 
I went to the barracks of my regi- 


ment, and threw away all the rum I foond in 
the different canteens and other vessels. 
Upon 


explaining my reason for it to the men, tbey 
seemed sensible it was for their good. 
Several 


soldiers got drunk, and became very disorderly. 
Onr part of the lancer» wa» Jon duty this day 
an the out-posts. 
The time came to relieve 


ihe» . b*>. it was tm; done. 
Tbey said tbey 


Would remain at long- ai wat necessary , »""* 
didremain until they were ordered to retire * 
little way, in consequence of the houses being 
on fire between them and tbc other troops, en 
act which must reflect a lasting disgraceon ih« 
perpetrators, which I am sure wat premedüt' 
ted, for 1 heard myself a sergeant of my own 
regiment (when all the troops were assembled 
on parade, for the parpóte of warning them to 
keep themselves ready to turn ont in oase of a- 
larm), say to the chief of the staff and me, tbal 
he hoped we would not be embarked without 
burning the town ; and teveral others were de- 
tected setting fire to different, houses, and lay- 
ing trains of gunpowder to them. 


When col. Montilla, who wat at the shore 


directing the embarkation of tbe natives, »a* 
the boutet blazing at the outside of the town. 
he wat indeed ttruck with horror at the 
con- 


duct of the troops ; in short, it confirmed him 
in the opinion he had formed of them ; and see- 
ing the fire approach nearer and nearer to Ihe 
very spot on which he stood, he then, and not 
until then, tent to the square orders for Ihe Ti- 
railleurs and Cundinamarcaregiment to march 
to the beach to be embarked. 
I remained in 


tbe square with my regiment until we could 
hold our position no longer, and in the evening 
went towards the shore. 
The other regiment* 


were almost all embarked. 
The lancers were 


ordered also to the place of embarkation, with 
the exception of sixty men, with whom I re 
mained in the western fort,toprotect the other* 
from any tudden attack of tbe enemy, which 
wa» expected every moment. 


At midnight I left the fort, and marched the 


men along the shore, to be tent off. 
It 
wa' 


some time before any boats came, at not on» 
of ihe boats of the fleet gave us the least assis- 
tance. 
About three o'clock I was yet on ikt 


beach, with twenty or thirty men. 
Major Gra 


ham, and forty of the marines, occupied the 
fort. 
At last two boats came, in one of which 


I embarked with eight men, the others gol inte 
the largest. 
We were rowing about until near 


ly day-light, and no vessel, either of the mer- 
chants or the fleet, would receive us. We he*' 
ever got into one, the captain of which 1 hap- 
pened to koow, 
and told bim 
1 should only 


trouble him till day-light. 
Before 
six o'clock 


in the morning major Graham left the shore, 
and while in the boat the fort blew up. 


In the confusion of the night, the tol diers had 


been mixed aod divided in tbe thipt for which 
they were intended, and a great part of the day 
passed in arranging them. 
They were all dis- 


tributed among the English vessels. 
The cap- 


tains of which shewed marks of dissatisfaction 
bat to no purpose, the soldiers were forced on 
board; and some of the captains struck then 
colours, in indication of tbeir vessels bring for- 
cibly boarded by armed men. 
This circum- 


stance I related 
to the Common Council, af 


clearly as possible, and yet, in the newspaper 
report, I find 
my expressions to be that they' 


made no reistance. 
1 was pot on board the 


Lord Rodney, capt. M'Cormick, wiih a great 
many men of my own regiment. 
Before we 


weighed we got plenty of water, ten barrel» of 
flour, and four casks of beef, which last col- 
Montilla paid for himself to the captain of a 
vettel, by an order at tight on hi» brother at 
St. Thomas's. 
I spent a great part of Ihe. day 


of the sth on board tbe flag ship with col Mon- 
tilla. 
At my request he allowed me lo pro- 


pose to the officers and men of my regiment to 
remain with him, because 
he conceived they 


would be well conducted if they were by them- - 
selves. I made the proposal to those ofthem, on 
board the Lord Rodney ; many of them, and 
most of the officers accepted the offer, and 
were changed from where they then were into 
vessels of the fleet, which done, the Lord Rod 
ney sailed. 
We left some of the fleet at an- 


chor, others sailing about the harbour. 


Should this account be not explanatory e- 


nougb, it is only because 1 have been at con- 
cite as possible, wishing to spare you trouble, 
otherwise 1 would publish the documents in my 
possession, which are sufficient to prove every 
assertion 1 have made.
